This is not a news report of the Synod 
The Synod which has just closed at La Jolla. That 

belongs to another department. This ts 
a comment upon one significant happening. 


Political conventions begin with what they call a 
keynote speech. The one thing which corresponds to 
that at a Synod is the sermon at the opening service. 
This year that sermon was preached by Bishop 
Huston of Olympia. It was indeed a “keynote speech.” 
It struck a note arresting, challenging, stirring. The 
Bishop called us to consider what the real teaching 
of the Church is concerning the Kingdom of God, 
what note of authority does Christ bring to our tan- 
sled problems today? He spoke of war, of family, 
of the capitalistic system morals and the other :n- 
sistent claims upon our thought and devotion. It was 
not only a keynote speech. It was the high point of 
the gathering. It was so fine that the Synod asked the 
Bishop to have it widely circulated and I hope that 
all who read this may have the opportunity to read 
it in a later issue of this paper. 

But I speak of it here not just to say how fine it 
was but to point out the significance of the Synod’s 
enthusiastic response. Ten or fifteen years ago the 
sermon would have been decried as radical. It wouid 
have aroused at least a deep under-current of antag- 
onism. Today it is acclaimed not because it is radical, 
not because the great body of Church people have 
changed their political and economic views In any 
radical way, but because Church people are increas- 
ingly convinced that no economic order, no social 
conventions, no international relationship are exempt 
from the criticism of Christ’s teaching. If Christ is 
King He is King over all life. They are really begin- 
ning to believe that. They really want to know what 
Christ wants. Our Church is, I do believe, awakening 
to its responsibility for the total life of its members 
and mankind. Everywhere among the Christian 
churches one observes the same response. Let us 
thank God for it and go forward. 

There were other interesting and significant feat- 
ures. The Bishop of Honolulu was with us for the 
first time in the history of the Province, bringing a 
great story of missionary enthusiasm and Christian 
unity. Dr. Hobbs, the editor of “The Spirit of Mis- 
sions,” came to us from New York. His wit and elo- 
quence were captivating. We did a lot of important 


business, both in the Synod proper and in the Aux- 
iliary meetings. 

But of these I can not speak here. My wish is only 
to tell you of the keynote speech, the high light of the 
meeting, a great and notable challenge to the Chris- 
tian conscience.

What would happen 
if God left the arrangement of the world to the con- 
gregation of St. A’s or St. B’s? 

Think of this, dear people of the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia, as Whitsunday comes and we are asked for 
this special offering! Think of it and pray God that 
we may do our duty.

Dr. Deems Called te St. Mark’s, Minneapolis 

The Rev. Charles P. Deems, D. D., rector of Trin- 
ity Church, San Francisco, has accepted the call to 
the rectorship of St. Mark’s Church, Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, and will leave San Francisco July 1 to 
assume his new duties. 


Dr. Deems came to the Diocese of California in 
July, 1916, as superintendent of the Seamen's Church 
Institute. He served additional duty as rector of St. 
John’s, Ross, from 1917 to 1922, when he was elected 


rector of Trinity Church, San Francisco, to succeed 
the Rev. Dr. Frederick W. Clampett. 


In addition to his service in Trinity Church, Dr. 
Deems has rendered many valuable and notable serv- 
ices to the Diocese, to the general religious life and 
community life of San Francisco. 


St. Mark’s Parish is one of the outstanding churches 
in the Northwest, with over 1000 communicants and 
the Wells Memorial Settlement House, the largest 
settlement work in the Northwest, serving annually 
224,000 men, women and children. Dr. Deems is ex- 
ceptionally well fitted through his varied experience 
in church and social service work to serve this great 
parish. 

Dr. Deems has gained the love and admiration of 
many friends in the Diocese who join in extending to 
him and his family every good wish for happiness 
and prosperity in their new home.

April seems to have been “young le’s monih” 
at St. Stephen’s, San Luis Obispo. ring the first 
week six young people with the rector, Rev. Frederick 
Avery, made an automobile trip of 150 miles cach 
way to attend the Young People’s Conference at Pa- 
cific Grove. The first Sunday after Easter (tradiiion- 
ally “Low Sunday”) continued the inspiration of 
Easter when over sixty members of the Order of 
Rainbow attended the morning service. During the 
month the young people’s organization, Lambda 
Delta Kappa, sponsored the organization of a junior 
chapter for junior high school students. Members of 
the senior chapter attended the admission service 
when the officers of the older group admitted twelve 
charter members into the junior chapter and six new 
members into the senior group. Both chapters now 
meet each week on separate evenings. During the 
month the Church School choir has assumed re- 
sponsibility for music at the services conducted each 
Sunday evening at St. Barnabas Mission, in Arroyo 
Grande. Ten young people in a five-passenger car 
making a 32-mile trip is rather uncomfortable but 
the choir has managed thus far without serious 
casualties. The rector is now holding cottage services 
at Morro Bay, 14 miles northwest of San Luis Obispo, 
each Thursday afternoon. These services are held at 
the home of Mrs. Cotter, located on Morro Heights 
overlooking the new Morro State Park and famous 
Morro Rock. Attendance and interest are most grati- 
fying. The young people of St. Stephen’s are busily 
planning their annual carnival, which will be held 
May 4. A year ago the money raised was devoted to 
painting the guild hall. This year proceeds will be 
used to pay the expenses of three delegates to the 
conference at Asilomar. 


St. Andrew’s Church, Oakland 


The fourth Sunday after Easter was the climax of 
a year’s gradual progress, when the Bishop confirmed 
a class of eleven at the evening service. A picture was 
taken of the Bishop and the class afterward by Mr. 
Johnson, whose wife has been interested in or- 
ganizing the Girls’ Friendly Society.

St. Paul’s-on-the-Highway, Burlingame, of which 
the Rev. Herald G. Gardner is rector, has been pro- 
gressing rapidly in regard to its organizations. 

The choir recently has achieved quite a success. It 
has been the custom for several years to augment the 
choir with outside assistants and give the “Crucifix- 
ion” on Good Friday. This year, Mr. Alfred Cam- 
mack, organist and choir master, believed there was 
enough talent in the group without calling in outside 
singers. With Mr. E. V. Lister, baritone, and Philip 
McLean, tenor, as soloists, and a quartet—Mrs. Rich- 
ard Appling, soprano; Mrs. Alice Ward, contralto; 
Philip McLean, tenor; Dr. R. J. Reitzel, basso—-the 
group gained success almost bevond the highest ex- 
pectations. 


However, the church was more beautiful this year 
at Easter. It was decorated with an almost inestim- 
able number of Easter lilies and above the chancel 
steps a huge cross of calla lilies was hung. This, as is 
all work of a similar nature. was done by the Altar 
Guild. The decorations in the sanctuary were the gift 
of Mrs. George T. Marve in memory of her husband. 
Services were held at 7:00, 8:00, 9:30, 11:00 and 
at 3:30 the children’s service took place. An anthem 
was sung by the junior choir of thirty voices, under 
leadership of Mrs. M. Brain. The 9:30 and 11:00 
o'clock services were identical, with a full choir and 
sermon by the rector. This plan has been followed 
for several years and makes it possible to seat people 
more comfortably. A total of 1300 people attended 
these services. 

Under the able direction of Edward A. Gove, Jr.. 
a group of carefully trained acolytes attend at all 
services and are fast proving themselves an indis- 
pensable organization in the church. The guild num- 
bers twenty boys. 

Gamma Kappa Delta, newly formed young peo- 
ple’s society, consisting of forty members, is now 
getting in full swing. Many plans are under way both 
for entertainment and instruction. 

The Guild Auxiliary has recently been reorganized 
at a luncheon which was attended by 175 ladies. It 
has as its aims education, devotion and social serv- 
ice. According to Mrs. George H. Forsyth, president, 


the goal—to make every woman parishioner a mem- 
ber—is near to realization. 


State Workmen’s Compensation Insurance 


The Diocese carries a blanket policy which covers 
all the clergy and employes whose salaries are paid 
from the treasurer’s office. The insurance is obliga- 
tory on all persons whose salaries are paid by ves- 
tries; it is also a protection against the expenses in- 
volved in any accident to such clergy, organists, sex- 
tons and other salaried employes. 

The main classification of clergy and assistants, 
organists and choir members has been reduced from 
26 cents to 22 cents per $100 of payroll. On sextons 
and janitors the rate is increased from $1.24 to $1.27 
per $100. On camps, such as St. Andrew’s Inn Camp, 
the rate has been increased from 94 cents to $1.24. 

Should the insurance of any parish amount to less 
than $10, which is the minimum premium, the treas- 
urer of the Diocese, on payment of the actual pre 


mium, will be glad to include such parish in the 
blanket policy. 
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Holiday House, Pacific Grove 

Pacific Grove members of the board of directors 
of the John Tennant Holiday House were hostesses 
recently at a tea given in the spacious rooms of the 
attractive home in Pacific Grove. Mrs. Hamilton Lee 
presided at the tea table.

Holiday House is managed by the Girls’ Fricndly 
Society and its purpose is to provide a vacation house 
for young women at a nominal cost by the day or 
week. Added to the many forms of recreation in 
which the Monterey Peninsula abounds has been the 
addition of a riding stable on the Holiday House 
property. Horses are always available and a riding 
teacher may also be had for a small charge. Picnics 
on the beach and hikes in the pine forest of the Del 
Monte Properties Company are other delightful feat- 
ures which may be enjoyed during a weekend visit to 
Holiday House. 

Mrs. Harry Edsell of San Francisco is chairman 
of the board of management of Holiday House. The 
capacity of the house is fifty guests. No age limit is 
set for the guests but each of the limited number of 
residents of the house must be under thirty-five vears 
of age, the management believing that women under 
that age could be more easily adjusted to the vaca- 
tion atmosphere with which Holiday House abounds. 

Miss Dorthy Carr, who has been the effiicent direc- 
tor of Holiday House since January, recently an- 
nounced her betrothal to Mr. Henry C. Miller of San 
Francisco. The wedding will take place in September.

The early service in the hush of the morning, with 
the birds singing praises in the trees outside, the rays 
of the rising sun pouring through the east window 
and over the band of devout worshippers, tingeing 
with gold the memorial lilies on the beautiful altar, 
the pair of exquisite seven-fold brass candelabra or 
“pavement lights.” a memorial to Frances Barnard 
Gillingham, presented by her husband and children 
and blessed and lighted for the first time at the 11:00 
o'clock service, the really wonderful music from the 
men and women who have consecrated their talents 
to the glory of God, the church filled to capacity (and 
many turned away), every one listening to the 
“words of life” from the rector, Rev. J. Henry 
Thomas; the children’s pageant in the afternoon, 
when their Lenten offering was presented, made an 
outstanding day in the history of the church. 

A most enjoyable event in the social life of the 
church was the “victory dinner” held in the parish 
house the evening of April 3. Coming so soon after 
Easter, the rector and parishioners were still filled 
with the spiritual elation of that great day—and that, 
of course, is the anniversary of the rector and his 
parish family. Added to this was the attainment 
through earnest and continued struggle of a goal in 
a real financial crisis in the parish. So the event was 
well named a “victory dinner” and “Praise God from 
Whom all blessings flow” came direct from all 
hearts. Then came the wonderful address of Rev. 
Paul F. Cadman, steadying some who were poised 
perhaps to go in the wrong direction, giving answers 
to questions which still had not been audibly asked, 
holding out hope that if the individual himself seeks 
with all his heart the right way will be shown him. 
Every word was a direct message to each of his lis- 
teners and left them almost breathless with great 
thoughts to be translated into great deeds.

To my good friends of the Diocese of California— 
including The Pacific Churchman editor, the type- 
setter and the heading writer: 

I address you all, because I did not oo 7 way 
m tings and my message were run together 
the April ino of The Pacific Churchman. Not that 
blame anyone, as my typewriting Is so bad—almos 
as bad as my handwriting. Seas 

I address you also because there was no distinctitve 
heading for a Young People’s Fellowship article and 
I thought from the heading the news was of the 
coming meeting of the Convocation of Oakland. 

Once I was so bold as to write to an eastern Church 
paper editor because he had some information about 
our Diocese and then something about Grace Church 
which I could not understand. When I wrote to him 
he said the Grace Church refered to was in New 
York; he took it for granted anyone would know 
that. Now I didn’t know that and probably there were 
many others just as dumb as 1. 

All of which leads me to comment on the assump- 
tions that are made about parishes and churches. 
How blissfully some one will talk at a convocation or 
convention about “Trinity,” for instance! How is 
anyone to know which Trinity 1s meant? At the re- 
cent Convocation of Oakland reference was made to 
Trinity. Now, the nearest Trinity and the only Trinity 
in the county in which the convocation met was 
Trinity, Point Richmond, and since convocation was 
supposed to be dealing with missions there was also 
Trinity, Hayward, from which the secretary of con- 
vocation came; but no, Trinity, Oakland, was the one 
referred to. People in San Francisco assume that 
Trinity means Trinity in that city. True, Trinity, San 
Francisco, is the oldest parish organization in the 
Diocese but Trinity Church is not the oldest church. 
You must go to San Jose to find the oldest; it was 
built in 1867. 4s 

It is natural for me to think that St. Mark’s is the 

ish with that name in Berkeley but the newest, 
freshest and most lively St. Mark’s just now is the 
one at Crockett, where the Convocation of Oakland 
met. St. Mark’s, Crockett, has no church nor parish 
house but it has hopes. However, there is no reason 
why I should attempt to sugar-coat my remarks about 
that mission or its vicar, the Rev. Fred C. Miller, 
simply because the delegates to convocation were 
shown over “the largest cane sugar refinery in_ the 
world.” Then there is St. Mark’s, San Leandro, which 
is straining so impatiently that it is likely to get me 
in wrong with my friends on the Comity Council and 
with some of our other missions. Again, St. Mark’s 
calls to us—this time from King City, where the pil- 
grims spend a night and where such new life has 
been shown during the past six months that the 
people have gladly raised an additional $20 to keep 
their vicar, the Rev. Penrose Hirst. Here ninety young 
people gathered for a meeting April 20. Incidentally, 

St. Mark’s, Berkeley, will have a new rector by the 

time this issue of The Pacific Churchman is mailed. 

His father was a missionary in Japan. He comes to 

us in good time, as Japan is the subject for next 

year’s mission study. | | 

It is true that St. Paul’s, Oakland, is buying a new 
organ but it is true also that St. Paul’s, Walnut 
Creek, supplied some beautiful roses from its attrac- 
tive garden for the convocation meeting at Crockett. 
The St. Paul’s at Walnut Creek is the only St. Paul’s 
among the missions of the Diocese. 


Che Pacific Churchman 


In San Francisco there is a beautiful St. Luke’s, on 
Van Ness avenue. Its rector is the wit of the Diocese. 
However, on the old stage road down the Salinas 
Valley there still stands St. Luke’s, Jolon. This little 
church, built by the late Rev. J. S. McGowan, was one 
of a chain of churches which he, like the Spanish 
padres long before him, built in the effort to claim 
California for Christ. We have not used the church 
for several years and, if possible, we are going to put 
it on wheels and roll it along the highway to a 
neighboring community about four miles away. Then 
there is St. Luke’s, Hollister, in the attractive county 
seat of San Benito County. 

If you will take the trouble to read this over you 
will find that you know more about the Diocese than 
you once did and I hope you will want to learn more 
from time to time.

First among our Cathedral Notes we desire to 
record our profound sense of sorrow at the passing 
of our beloved Harriet G. Holmes, whose interest in 
all things diocesan found expression in many signifi- 
cant ways. Her devotion to the parish in Belvedere 
made possible its very existence and it seemed fitting 
that from her little island home in the San Francisco 
Bay she should have quietly passed in the watches of 
the night into the larger life of the Paradise of Ged. 
One of Mrs. Holmes’ last recorded utterances was 
spoken at a meeting of the women’s committee in 
the Cathedral house a few weeks ago, when she said 
that she was making her final arrangements and 
that the Cathedral was to be remembered in her tes- 
tamentary directions. Hers was a dear, gracious, ra- 
diant spirit. Her presence will be greatly missed and 
her work and influence forever cherished in the 
Cathedral and Diocese. The women’s committee, of 
which Mrs. Holmes was a member, is organizing a 
memorial fund in her honor, the proceeds of which

On Sunday, May 6, at the 11:00 o’clock service, the 
eighty-fourth anniversary of the founding of Grace 
Church, which later was designated as Grace Cathe- 
dral, was observed. The great spaces of nave and 
transept were filled on this occasion and the congre- 
gation included many who had shared in the life of 
the parish before the fire and earthquake. The Dean 
gave an historical address and the choir sang very 
beautifully, “God Is Spirit.”

Many of the elements in the order of service for the 
dedication were suggested by the order followed at 
the consecration of the organ in the new Liverpool 
Cathedral. There will be no formal invitations to the 
dedication service but it is hoped that all who have 
shared in the building of the Cathedral will be 
present.

Woman’s Auxiliary to National Council 


Daughters of the King

The spring meeting of the Daughters of the King 
of the Diocese was held Saturday, April 28, at Trinity 
Church, Oakland. It began with the communion serv- 
ice at 11:00 o’clock. An inspiring address was deliv- 
ered by the rector, Dr. Thomas. There was a good 
attendance. 


After this service a bountifuland delicious luncheon 
was served by ladies of the church. A cordial vote of 
thanks and appreciation was given them by all pres- 
ent. 

At 1:30 p. m. the business meeting was called to 
order by the diocesan president, Dr. Elisabeth Chris- 
tiansen, after opening prayers by the rector. The 
usual reports were read. Most of the chapters were 
represented but the members of two junior chapters 
were nearly all present and it was pleasant and en- 
couraging to see these earnest and interested young 
girls ready to “carry on.” 


The regular work of the order was not stressed 
this time but each president was asked to speak of 
the most important thing done by her group. Nearly 
all said that a deepening of the spiritual life had been 
accomplished by study classes. Different books were 
used, among them “What It Means to Be a Chris- 
tian” and “The Book of Common Prayer.” Many in- 
teresting new points were brought out. 


Mrs. Harlow told of the efforts of a small group 
of women to keep up a community Sunday School at 
Mira Vista, Point Richmond. With little help from 
any outside source and practically no equipment they 
have gathered and held together nearly one hundred 
children from four to fourteen years of age. Many of 
these had no religious affiliation whatever. It seemed 
as if assistance given to this Sunday School, bringing 
women and children under religious influence, would 
be truly Daughters’ work, so $20 per month has been 
promised to them for one year to pay the expense of 
a divinity student to take charge each Sunday and 
make visits during the week. 


During the depression the Daughters had a fund 
for relief purposes and gave out over 11,000 free 
meal tickets to need women. When the United States 
Government began its relief program it asked that 
private charity be discontinued, hence this fund in 
our treasury, which we are to use for this group of 
young people at Mira Vista.

History of Missions in California” will be told by 
Archdeacon Hodgkin. The Rev. David Covell will lead 
discussions on “How to Make the Parish Alive and 
Indispensable.” 


The Woman’s Auxiliary and young people will 
have a special program, with speakers or leaders of 
discussion groups dealing with topics of particular 
interest to them. Then there are plans for Church 
School teachers and for Bible study, with the possi- 
bility of an American Indian being present to tell the 
story of his fascinating race.
